—which, it is asserted, will opply to 
many trusts—being based on the com- 
mon-law point of "public policy." "It 
is an old and familiar maxim," said the 
court, “that ‘competition is the life of 
trade’; aud whatever act destroys com­ 
petition, or even relaxes it, upon the 
part of those who sustain relations to 
the public, is regarded by the law as 
Injurious to public interests, and 
is, 
therefore, deemed to be unlawful."

pall of smoke added a terror to the 
spectacle.

Some interesting fart* illustrative of 
the marvelous revival of industrial ac­ 
tivity which followed so directly upon 
the election of President McKinley and 
the enactment of the Dingle}' tariff 
are set forth in a state ment issued by 
the treasury bureau of statistics, 
it 
lo especially significant of prosperous 
times among manufacturers that a b i­ 
des required in 
manufacturing 
and 
food stuffs not produced in the United 
States form the largest Items of the 
increase in importations shown by the 
fiscal year just ended. 
The statement 
covers all articles or classes of articles 
in which the importation Increased or 
decreased as much as $1,000,000 during 
the year, and allows an Increase of im­ 
portations iii nearly all articles of for­ 
eign production required by our man­ 
ufacturers. 
Unmanufactured 
fiber*, 
raw silk. crude rubber, liar and block 
tin, hides and skins, undressed furs, 
cabinet and other woo dis, unmanufac­ 
tured tobacco and chemical* for use in 
manufacturing, all show a heavy in­ 
crease, wool being the only important 
item of material for th** factory which 
shows a reduction in imports. 
Iii the ten great classes of material 
imported for use of the manufacturers 
fibers, silk, rubber, hides, furs, tin. 
copper, tobacco, wood and chemicals 
the increase amounts to about $30,000,- 
000, though tho reduction of several 
million dollars in wool brings the net 
Increase in manufacturers’ materials to 
something less than that figure. 
In 
food (stuffs the principal Increase is in 
sugar, tropical fruits and cocoa, the 
increase in these being above $30,000,- 
000. 
The very heavy importations of 
sugar just prior to the enactment of 
the tariff laws of 1897 made the sugar 
Importations of 1898 extremely light, 
<50 that those of 1899 show' an increase 
of 50 per cent in quantity over those 
of 1898, but many million pounds less 
than those of 1897. 
Among manufactured goods the finer 
grades of cotton, silk and fibers show 
the largest increase, though matting, 
chinaware, 
dressed 
furs and spirits 
are slightly in excess of last year. 
Diamonds and jewelry show the largest 
increase among the articles classed as 
luxuries, though this Is believed to bf* 
due in part at least to a reduction in 
duties under the act of 1897. which was 
made in the belief that it would reduce 
smuggling and thus bring within the 
operations of the customs law many 
million dollars’ worth of this class of 
goods which had formerly escaped tax­ 
ation. 
In manufactured goods there 
has been a decrease In imports in a 
number of important articles which 
come in competition 
with 
American 
manufactures, 
especially 
in 
woolen 
goods and tin plate. 
Toffee also shows 
a decrease of about $10,000,000 in value 
of importations, largely due, however, 
to the decrease in price rather than iii 
quantity, the average price per pound 
in 1899 being more than IO per cent 
below that of 1898, while there is also 
a slight reduction in quantities im­ 
ported, owing to the very heavy im­ 
ports of last year.

Cripple Crook, Colo., Aug. 23.—A fire 
has utterly destroyed the business por­ 
tion of the city of Victor, causing a 
loss estimated 
at $2,500,000. 
Begin­ 
ning shortly after noon, the fire raged 
until evening, consuming everything 
In its way. 
It had its origin, it is 
thought, in the Merchants’ cafe, ad­ 
joining the Bank 
of Victor, on the 
corner of Third street and Victor ave­ 
nue. 
A strong wind 
from the south 
fanned the flames and In a few min­ 
utes all the surrounding houses were 
afire. 
Help 
was 
summoned 
from 
Cripple Creek, but the town had been 
built in the early days of the camp 
and was of pine timber for the most 
part, a fid burned like paper. 
Efforts 
were made to stop tile progress of the 
flames liy blowing up buildings in their 
patli by means of dynamite, and all 
the afternoon the hills roared with the 
explosions, but the effort was in vain. 
The scenes of 
the 
great 
Cripple 
Creek fire were duplicated. 
Hurrying 
before the soaring flames went men, 
women aud 
children, carrying what 
they could snatch from the flames. 
The crash of buildings torn asunder 
by dynamite and the crackle of the 
flames as they 
consumed 
the dry 
buildings hastened their flight and the 
pall of smoke added a terror to the 
spectacle. 
A special train was placed 
at the command of this city by the 
Florence & Cripple Creek railroad, and 
three companies of firemen, with ap­ 
paratus, were rushed to the scene. 
They worked all afternoon in a vnlu 
endeavor to stay 
the march of toe 
flumes. 
The residence portion of the 
city has suffered comparatively little, 
but the business portion is paralyzed 
and suffering is bound to follow. The 
burned area may be thoroughly desig­ 
nated as the space between the head 
of North street and Victor avenue, 
extending from the Gold Coin mine 
buildings on the west to a point near 
Second street and down Third street 
almost to Diamond avenue. 
The lire 
is now under control.

O n ly W a y to S e ttle th e B o e r C on- 
trover*?, 
London, Aug. 23.—There is no longer 
any doubt that President Kruger has 
refused to submit to the demand of 
Mr. Chamberlain for the appointment 
of a court of inquiry. 
He may have 
done so diplomatically 
or liedglngly. 
l.ut, that his answer 
is regarded by 
the British government as tantamount 
to positive refusal is now an estab­ 
lished fact. The colonial office is nor­ 
mally non-committal, but there are 
other evidences which amply justify 
the statement. The report that Presi­ 
dent Kruger has proposed new terms 
is somewhat verified by the guarded 
comment of the colonial office officials 
and tho irritability 
displayed there. 
There is not tile slightest doubt that 
they now believe war is the only way 
to settle the controversy. They would 
far rather have had 
a curt, defiant 
answer than tile temporizing answer 
which the 
Boer president 
has sent. 
With the former Great Britain would 
have plain grounds for a quick com­ 
mencement of hostilities. 
Under the 
oircumstaftcos which 
it is 
believed 
liowr exist a grave action needs con­ 
siderable explanation to justify it in 
the eyes of the world, and the English 
minority, who still declare war would 
be 
an 
outrage. 
However, if 
Mr. 
Chamberlain has his way it Is believed 
President Kruger’s counter proposals 
will be met with scant attention, and 
unless 
the 
Boers completely 
back 
down, which is not likely, the corre­ 
spondence will quickly develop into 
war. 
It has developed that the war 
office has been aware of the nature of 
the Transvaal 
government’s answer 
for several days, and that it was trans­ 
mitted to the war office, hence Great 
Britain will dday the denouement as 
little as possible.

Some Interesting facta illustrative of 
the marvelous revival of industrial ac­ 
tivity which followed so directly upon 
the election of President McKinley and 
the enactment of the Dingley * tariff 
are set forth in a statement issued by 
the treasury bureau of statistics. 
It 
la especially significant of prosperous 
times among manufacturers that arti­ 
cles required in 
manufacturing 
and 
food stuffs not produced in the United 
States form the largest items of the 
increase in importations shown by the 
fiscal year Just ended. 
The statement 
covers all articles or classes of articles 
in which the importation Increased or 
decreased as much as $1,000,000 during 
the year, and shows an increase of im­ 
portations in nearly all articles of for­ 
eign production required by our man­ 
ufacturers. 
Unmanufactured 
fibers, 
raw silk, crude rubber, bar and block 
tin, hides and skins, undressed furs, 
cabinet and other wooda, unmanufac­ 
tured tobacco and chemicals for use in 
manufacturing, all show a heavy in­ 
crease, wool being the only important 
item of material for the factory which 
shows a reduction in imports. 
In the ten great classes of material 
imported for use of the manufacturers 
fibers, silk, rubber, hides, furs, tin, 
copper, tobacco, wood and chemicals— 
the Increase amounts to about $30,000,- 
000, though the reduction of several 
million dollars in wool brings the net 
increase In manufacturers’ materials to 
something less than that figure. 
In 
food stuffs the principal Increase is in 
sugar, tropical fruits and cocoa, the 
Increase in these being above $30,000,- 
000. 
The very heavy importations of 
sugar just prior to the enactment of 
the tariff laws of 1897 made the sugar 
Importations of 1898 extremely light, 
so that those of 1899 show an increase 
of 50 per cent in quantity over those 
of 1898, but many million pounds less 
than those of 1897. 
Among manufactured goods the finer 
grades of cotton, silk and fibers show 
the largest increase, though matting, 
chinaware, 
dressed 
furs and spirits 
are slightly In excess of last year 
Diamonds and Jewelry show the largest 
Increase among the articles classed as 
luxuries, though this Is believed to be 
due In part at least to a reduction in 
duties under the act of 1897, which was 
made in the belief that it would reduce 
smuggling and thus bring within tho 
operations of the customs law many 
million dollars’ worth of this class of 
goods which had formerly escaped tax­ 
ation. 
In manufactured goods there 
has been a decrease in imports in 
number of important articles which 
come in competition 
with 
American 
manufactures, especially in 
woolen 
goods and tin plate. Coffee alco shows 
a decrease of about $10,000,000 in vs^lue 
of importations, largely due, however, 
to the decrease in price rather than in 
quantity, the average price per pound 
in 1899 being more than IO per cent 
below that of 1898, while there is also 
a slight reduction in quantities im­ 
ported, owing to the very heavy im­ 
ports of last year. 
The following table Includes the ar­ 
ticles or classes of articles in which 
the Imports of the year show an in­ 
crease or decrease of as much as 
$1 ,000,000, and compares the imports 
of the year with those of the two pre­ 
ceding fiscal years:

The Frop-Trad© In*no W ill 
Find Them 
W ell Prepared In I OOO. 
Some of the Democrats who see the 
hopelessness of a campaign on a 16- 
to-1 platform express anxiety to make 
free trade and protection the issue, lf 
the Bryan or Democratic leaders will 
agree to Ignore the silver issue in their 
platform and pledge that I ta speak­ 
ers shall not allude to it, It Is possi­ 
ble that the Republicans would accom­ 
modate them. In 1894 the Republicans 
made the campaign on a declaration 
against the Gorman-Wllson tariff law. 
Hard times helped, but the Democratic 
party was never so badly beaten. In­ 
deed, the overwhelming defeat in 1894 
caused Democrats to seek a new issue 
for 1896, and free and unlimited coin­ 
age of silver was accepted by mnny 
Democrats because they dared not go 
into a campaign with a revenue tariff 
platform. 
The 
Bryan 
convention 
dropped the word ‘’only” 
from 
the 
usual Democratic platform declaring 
for a tariff for revenue. 
The duty in the Gorman law was 
high enough on iron, but it was made 
so low op a long line of goods that 
half the factories producing them wero 
closed. 
The woolen industry and the 
wool-growing interest were hit 
very 
hard by the Gorman law. During the 
past two years the wool-growing in­ 
terest has got on Its feet again. 8beep 
and wool again have values, and the 
latter, produced at home, is taking the 
place of the foreign article, coming to 
us on the free list. It is not probable 
that the wool-growers, who 
are 
in 
three-fourths the states, can form a 
wool-growers’ trust. 
The wool man­ 
ufacturers have not yet accomplished 
much in that direction. 
Clothing is 
not materially higher than it was un­ 
der the Gorman law. 
Free trade in 
glass would lose to Indiana the east­ 
ern trade in one of its prominent in­ 
dustries, as did the cut in duties by 
the Gorman tariff law. Ho with other 
Industries, the principle of protection 
cannot be safely set aside unless we 
are all willing to reduce wages to the 
basis of those of competitors in other 
countries. 
Great Britain has 
com 
potltors today because all nations have 
protected their industries by 
tariffs 
which have held the home markets for 
the heme producer, and there is no 
doubt that they will adhere to that 
policy in adjusting 
duties. 
At 
any 
rate, if the Bryan Democracy is anx­ 
ious to drop 16 to I for the tariff lssu. 
Republicans are ready.—Indianapolis

Two Inevitable Ile* ult*. 
Not one-half of the articles handled 
by the trusts are protected by tariffs. 
Not one-half the capitalization of the 
great consolidations is devoted to the 
production of articles which arc pro­ 
tected. 
Mr. Havemeyer knows 
very 
well that In forming these consolida­ 
tions the real objects were an economy 
of organization and a monopoly of the 
local production. These being the prime 
objects, the tariffs affect them neither 
In one way or the other, except as they 
may exclude a foreign competition. If 
we throw open the doors 
to 
foreign 
competition It would necessitate even 
greater economy In organization to en­ 
able home producers to compete profit­ 
ably. There would he no surer way to 
put the entire production of the coun­ 
try Into the hands of consolidations 
than by striking down all our tariff 
duties. There would be an absolute ne­ 
cessity for trusts then,or else we should 
have to give our markets over to the 
Europeans and go out of business, for 
we could not continue to produce in 
any but the 
most 
economical 
way 
against unrestricted foreign competi­ 
tion. 
It is safe, then, to say that lf 
all our tariff laws should he repealed 
tomorrow there would be Just two ef­ 
fects- one the degradation of American 
labor, and the other a complete ab­ 
sorption of our industries by giant cor­ 
porations.—Kansas City (Kau.) Jour­ 
nal. 


Dem ocracy and Trust*. 
It was In 1894 that the Democratic 
majority In both houses of congress 
paralyzed the section against 
trusts 
passed by the Republican majority in 
the preceding congress. 
The Wilson 
law 
prescribes 
no penalty 
against 
trusts except firms or corporations who 
are importers of foreign goods. 
Im­ 
porters are not organized In trusts aud 
never have been. 
Consequently the 
Wilson law touches none of the trusts.

Men. not the original kind 
against whom Col. Jim I)ewar, ol 
that place, led his troops during the 
notable but bloodless blueberry war 
of twenty-five years ago, but mem 
bers of the real Improved Order of 
Red Men. 
We met J. C. Jamieson, 
of the city council. Mayor J. H. Koop. 
and many other locally distinguished 
persons, 
official 
and otherwise. 
Mayor Koop established the rule last 
winter of keeping the saloons closed 
from 12 o’clock Saturday night until 
Monday morning, and has strictly 
maintained that rule ever since. 
We 
were in town over Sunday, and 
noticed that there was apparently 
some suffering as a result of this 
rather stringent and unnecessary 
rule, and we could not resist the eon 
elusion that a strict closing of the 
saloons during the morning service 
at the churches would be sufficient 
to cover all useful purposes along 
this particular line of reform. Thirty 
hours af unbroken thirst is pretty 
hard for the old pioneers who many 
years ago were the advance guards 
of civilization, and for some of the 
younger pioneers as well. 
They 
seemed to think the mayor had given 
them gingerbread instead of frosted 
cake. 
Yet Mayor Koop is a t borough 
business man and makes a very 
satisfactory mayor in every other 
way. 
We also met Hon. A. F. Ferris, 
the banker and law maker. 
He is a 
prince of good fellows, and between 
his duties as president of the First 
National Bank of Brainerd and his 
work as a member of the legislature 
of Minnesota, in which he has served 
at every session in recent years, he 
is very busy. 
It was through his 
influence that Hon. A. N. Dare was 
elected speaker of the Minnesota 
house of representatives last winter. 
He was chairman of the Dare com­ 
mittee during the contest for that 
honor. 
C. N. Parker, president of 
the Northern 
Pacific 
Bank 
and 
proprietor of the big railroad and 
general foundry in Brainerd, is an­ 
other citizen who is at the top notch 
of public esteem. 
He is enterprising 
and energetic 
Mr. Parker is also 
proprietor of the Brainerd telephone 
service, which is a very paying in­ 
vestment. 
J. T. Sanborn, proprietor 
of the City Hotel, is also a very popu­ 
lar citizen. 
R. R. Wise owns the big 
Arlington Hotel, also a hotel at 
Fargo, which he built last year at a 
cost of $80,000. 
He also bought a 
business building in Brainerd for 
$16,000. 
He made nearly all his 
money in the Arlington at Brainerd 
during the past ten years, which 
shows that the hotel business there 
is not bad. 
Judge G. W. Holland, 
the very popular district court judge 
of that district, also resides at Brain­ 
erd. 
He has held that position for 
eleven years. 
We would like to 
mention a host of other very popular 
people who reside in Brainerd, but 
space forbids. 
Hon. JL C. Stivers, 
now editor and proprietor of the 
Superior Journal of Commerce, re­ 
sided there for over seventeen years, 
and everybody had kind words for 
him, and spoke of him especially as 
an able worker for the promotion of 
Brainerd s interests. 
He was re­ 
peatedly elected 
to office there, 
although he was a democrat, and the 
republicans had, and still have, an 
overwhelming majority. Altogether 
the Brainerd people seem to be a 
strong band of humanitarians work­ 
ing in the field of political progress 
without partisan bias. 


Wire Grass, 


K ditouh D i s p a t c h :—* 
Nature is very reluctant to part 
with her choicest secrets, but the 
ingenuity of man, urged ou by his 
ever increasing wants, is gradually 
wrestling from her rich stores of 
wealth, long held concealed within 
her labratory. 
Products which for 
ages had been regarded not only us 
valueless but as actual incumberunces 
and hinderances in the path of ad­ 
vancing civilization, have been found 
to be most useful products and to 
have a comparatively 
high com­ 
mercial value. 
Wire grass, until a 
year or t wo ago, was considered a 
useless grass, a waste product of 
nature intended to occupy marshes 
until some useful grass might be 
grown in its stead. 
This supposedly 
worthless grass has been found to 
be it most excellent material for 
making a twine, which is now ex 
tensively used in the manufacture 
of carpet mating and is largely 
sought for by manufacturers of that 
article. 
Through the 
courtesy 
of 
Mi 
O'Shaugenesby, of the Minnesota 
Grass 1 wine C^o., the writer, accom­ 
panied by W. H. Everest, of Crow 
Wing, was permitted to visit tin 
scene of operations of this company 
three miles east of Kimberly on the 
Northern Pacific road. 
Under the 
escort of Mr. O'Shaugenesby we left 
Brainerd on the .'1 o ’clock train Wed 
nesday morning, arriving at the 
company's camp shortly after day 
light. 
The ramp is located on a 
beautifully wooden knoll adjacent to 
a meadow two and one half miles 
wide and six long, covered with n 
waving sea of wire grass 
The cam| 
is situated on a spur track of tin 
main line and presented the appear­ 
ance of the camp of a detachment of 
cavalry and a machinery depot com 
bined. 
We almost expected to hear 
the bugler blow the “ reveille” or to 
have some agent come out and try to 
sell us a mowing machine, but in­ 
stead we received a warm welcome 
from the foreman. 
After a hearty 
breakfast in the dining tent we were 
conducted by the obliging foreman a 
mile and a half into tho marsh where 
the machines were at work cutting 
the grass. 
The machines used were 
self-rake harvesters, such as were 
used to cut grain before the advent 
of self binding harvesting machinery. 
These machines leave the grass in 
unbound bunches which are left on 
the ground a day or two to cure. 
After being sufficiently dried self 
binders are driven along the rows of 
bunches while two men follow each 
machine and toss the bunches onto 
tho platform of the binders from 
which they an' taken by endless 
aprons to the automatic tier which 
delivers them in neatly tied bundles. 
These bundles, after further curing, 
are baled and shipped to the factories 
of which the company has three, one 
at Oshkosh, Wis., one at 
West 
Superior, and one at St. Paul. 
The 
company has at its ramp thirty of 
the self-rako machines and fourteen 
of the binders. 
When in full opera­ 
tion thirty teams will be used and a 
small army of men employed. 
We 
returned on the noon train, feeling 
that we had been royally entertained 
by the agents of the company. 
This new industry adds to the 
farmer’s source of wealth a valuable 
product. 
The man who is so fortu* 
nuto as to own a farm in Minnesota 
is one of heaven’s favored mortals 
J. A. Wilson.

Editor Munger, in his West Su­ 
perior Citizen, writes as follows of a 
Sunday in Brainerd: 
A few days ago the editor of the 
Citizen made a trip to Brainerd, 
Minn., 114 miles west of Superior! 
and was agreeably surprised to find 
it one of the most pleasant and in 
teres ting towns he had ever been in. 
It is a town of hospitality, good will 
and generous impulse. 
It is mainly 
supported by several large enter­ 
prises, including the principal rail­ 
road shops on the Northern Pacific 
line, and the mill of the Brainerd 
Lumber company, one of the largest 
in the state. 
Farming interests 
have grown extensively in that 
vicinity of late, and are now a very 
important aid to the business of the 
city, so Brainerd adds a large de­ 
gree of prosperity to its other good 
things. 
General business is much 
better there this season than in any 
year before for a long time. 
Brain­ 
erd has an elegant high school bulw­ 
and four other large, solid brick 
ool buildings, visible evidence of 
the active interest the people take in 
educational matters. Then there is 
the great Northern Pacific Sani­ 
tarium, also a fine court house and a 
fine Y. M. C. A. building, also many 
churches. 
In the upper end of town 
a dam has been built across the 
Mississippi river, making one of the 
largest and'best wafer powers in the 
state. 
This dam was ouilt fourteen 
years ago by Hon. C. F. Kindred, at 
a cost of #125,000. 
And Brainerd has people*of the 
right kind. 
The town seemed full 
of Red Men, not the original kind 
against whom Col. Jim Dewar, of 
that place, led his troops during thi 
notable but bloodless blueberry war 
of twenty-five years ago, but mem­ 
bers of the real Improved Order of 
Red Men. 
Wo met J. C. Jamieson 
of tho city council. Mayor J. H. Hoop! 
and many other locally distinguished 
persons, 
official 
and otherwise 
Mayor Koop established the rule last 
winter of keeping the saloons closed 
from 12 o’clock Saturday night until 
Monday morning, and has strictly 
maintained that rule ever since. 
We 
were in town over Sunday, and 
noticed that there was apparent 
some suffering as a result of this 
rather stringent and unnecessary 
rule, and we could not resist the con 
elusion that a strict closing of the 
saloons during the morning service 
at the churches would be sufficient 
to cover all useful purposes along 
this particular line of reform. Thirty 
hours af unbroken thirst is pretty 
hard for the old pioneers who many 
years ago were the advance guard* 
of civilization, and for some of the 
younger pioneers as well. 
They 
seemed to think the mavor had given 
them gingerbread instead of frosted 
cake. Yet Mayor Koop is a thorough 
business man and makes a very 
satisfactory mayor in every other 
way. 
We also met Hon. A. F. Ferris 
the banker and law maker. 
He is a 
prince of good fellows, and between 
his duties as president of the Fir 
National Bank of Brainerd and his 
work as a member of the legislature 
of Minnesota, in which he has served 
at every session in recent years, he 
is very busy. 
It was through his 
influence that Hon. A. N. Dare was 
elected speaker of the Minnesota 
house of representatives last winter. 
He was chairman of the Dare com­ 
mittee during the contest for that 
honor. C. N. Parker, president of 
the Northern 
Pacific Bank and 
proprietor of the big railroad and 
general foundry in Brainerd, is an­ 
other citizen who is at tho top notch 
of public esteem. He is enterprising 
and energetic. 
Mr. Parker is also 
proprietor of the Brainerd telephone 
service, which is a very paying in­ 
vestment. J. T. Sanborn, proprietor 
of the City Hotel, is also a very popu­ 
lar citizen. 
Ii. R. Wise owns the big 
Arlington Hotel, also a hotel at 
Fargo, which he built last year at a 
cost of #80,000. 
He also bought a 
business building in Brainerd for 
#16,000. 
He made nearly all his 
money in the Arlington at Brainerd 
during the past ten years, which 
shows that the hotel business there 
is not bad. Judge G. W. Holland, 
the very popular district court judge 
of that district, also resides at Brain­ 
erd. 
He has held that position for 
eleven years. 
Wo would like to 
mention a host of other very popular 
people who reside in Brainerd but 
space forbids. 
Hon. H. C. Stivers, 
now editor and proprietor of the 
Superior Journal of Commerce, re­ 
sided there for over seventeen years 
and everybody had kind words for 
him, and spoke of him especially as 
an able worker for tho promotion of 
Brainerd s interests. 
He was re­ 
peatedly elected to office there 
although he was a democrat, and the 
republicans had, and still have, an 
overwhelming majority. Altogether 
the Brainerd people seem to be a 
strong band of humanitarians work­ 
ing in the field of political progress 
without partisan bias.

E d i t o r * D ispa tch:— 
Nature is very reluctant to part 
with her choicest secrets, but tho 
ingenuity of man, urged on by his 
ever increasing wants, is gradually 
wrestling from her rich stores of 
wealth, long held concealed within 
her labratory. 
Products which for 
ages had been regarded not only as 
valueless but as actual incumbernnces 
and hinderanees in the path of ad­ 
vancing civilization, have been found 
to be most useful products and to 
have a comparatively high com­ 
mercial value. 
Wire grass, until a 
year or two ago, was considered a 
useless grass, a waste product of 
nature intended to occupy marshes 
until some useful grass” might be 
grown in its stead. This supposedly 
worthless gc*M has been found to 
be a most excellent material for 
making a twine, which is now ex­ 
tensively used in the manufacture 
of carpet mating and is largely 
sought for by manufacturers of that 
article. 
Through the courtesy 
of Mr. 
O’Shaugenesby, of the Minnesota 
Grass Twine Co., the writor, accom­ 
panied by W. H. Everest, of Crow 
Wing, was permitted to visit the 
scene of operations of this company 
three miles east of Kimberly on the 
Northern Pacific road. Under the 
escort of Mr. O’Shaugenesby we left 
Brainerd on the 3 o’clock train Wed­ 
nesday morning, arriving at the 
company’s camp shortly after day­ 
light. 
The camp is located on a 
beautifully wooded knoll adjacent to 
a meadow two and one-half miles 
wide and six long, covered with a 
waving sea of wire grass. The camp 
is situated on a spur track of the 
main line and presented the appear­ 
ance of the camp of a detachment of 
cavalry and a machinery detx>t com­ 
bined. 
We almost expected to hear 
the bugler blow the “ reveille” or to 
have some agent come out and try to 
sell us a mowing machine, but in­ 
stead we received a warm welcome 
from the foreman. 
After a hearty 
breakfast in the dining tent we were 
conducted by the obliging foreman a 
mile and a half into tho marsh where 
the machines were at work cutting 
the grass. The machines used were 
self-rake harvesters, such as were 
used to cut grain before the advent 
of self-binding harvesting machinery. 
These machines leave the grass in 
unbound bunches which are left on 
the ground a day or two to cure. 
After being sufficiently dried self- 
binders are driven along the rows of 
bunches while two men follow each 
machine and tots the bunches onto 
tho platform of the binders from 
which they are taken by endless 
aprons to tho automatic tier which 
delivers them in neatly tied bundles. 
These bundles, after further curing, 
are baled and shipped to the factories 
of which the company has three, one 
at Oshkosh, Wis., one at West 
Superior, and one at St. Paul. The 
company has at its ramp thirty of 
the self-rako machines ana fourteen 
of tho binders. When in full opera­ 
tion thirty teams will be used and a 
small army of men employed. 
We 
returned on the noon train, feeling 
that we had been royally entertained 
by the agents of the company. 
This new industry adds to the 
farmer's source of wealth a valuable 
product.

Possibility of War With the 
Transvaal Republic. 


T h e ir a n s v a a l, which bids fair to be­ 
come one of the principal centers of the 
next w ar in which E nglish-speaking 
people will be concerned is about the 
6ize of France. 
It is rich in n a tu ral 
resources, aside from its 
gold 
and 
diam ond fields, and for nearly two c e n ­ 
turies has been tilled by the thrifty 
Dutch e m ig ra n ts and 
their 
descend­ 
ants, or utilized for the pastures 
of 
th e ir thousands of herds of cattle and 
horses. 
The country takes its name 
from the river Vaal, which forms its 
southern boundary. 
This m ay become 
a new Rubicon if war is declared, and 
it is probably th e best known stream 
of the D a rk Continent, although from 
a geographical standpoint it is insig­ 
nificant compared with such 
w a te r­ 
courses as the Nile and the Niger. 
W hile largely composed of tablelands 
th e country is well watered an d fertile. 
On the tableland can be grown the 
usual crops of the tem p erate zone, such 
as cereals, tobacco, fruits and v eg eta­ 
bles, while its ivory and wool m ark ets 
a re a m o n g the most extensive in the 
world. 
The ostrich is also a native of 
this country, and the trade in its fe a th ­ 
ers is considerable. 
An a bundance of 
tim b e r and o th e r 
building 
material 
have given the in h a b ita n ts an oppor­ 
t u n ity to construct 
substantial 
and 
com fortable homes at a small cost, and 
the traveler is surprised at the advance 
in civilization which he finds in the 
to w n s located hundreds of miles from 
the nearest railroad. 
But the T ran sv aal has been a thorn 
to the British governm ent for over a 
century. 
W ithin the country and near 
its borders have occurred m any con­ 
flicts, in which the English have not 
m e t the success which has attended 
th e ir a r m s in E a st India and other 
p a rts of the world, for the reason th a t 
th ey have had to oppose men of Dutch 
blood, who have proved by many wars 
t h a t th ey are a nation of fighters as 
well as of farmers. 
Since the first 
colony of Dutchm en landed at (’ape 
Colony, in 1652, these people have been 


sons. 
They are too well aw are t h a t 
governm ent by the latter m ean s cruel­ 
ty and bloodshed, with the possible r e ­ 
sum ption of slavery, which was one of 
the chief causes of several of the wars 
which have occurred since 1S50. 
The 
abolition of slavery in the South Afri­ 
can 
republics 
greatly increased 
the 
bitter feeling of the Boers, who by 
this step lost millions of dollars in h u ­ 
m an property. 
It was an act which 
they will probably never forget nor 
forgive. 
T h e y are also opposed to the English 
on account of their enterprise iu de­ 
veloping the m ineral resources in tnis 
p ortion of the continent. 
The descend- 
a n ts of the pioneers who landed ir. 1652 
and those who have come over from 
Holland since th a t time have been co n ­ 
tent to utilize merely the agricultural 
resources of the country. 
If the a v e r ­ 
age Boer has a productive farm on 
which he can raise a fair proportion of 
wheat, corn and tobacco, with enough 
vegetables to supply the needs of his 
family and servants, he is satisfied, 
provided he can sell his grain, as well 
as the cattle from his pastures, and 
the wool of his flocks, a t a fair profit. 
T he proceeds of these sales are more 
liable to he tu rn e d into gold to be 
hoarded than to be placed In specula­ 
tive ventures, where they will retu rn 
a good rate of interest. 
He is miserly 
an d believes in accum ulating g r a d u a l­ 
ly, b u t surely. 
If in the business of 
the towns he confines his wares to 
goods which can be sold to the farmers. 
He seldom engages in mining and m a n ­ 
ufacturing. 
Up to 1S50 South Africa 
was practically an 
agricultural an d i 
grazing country, and its cities depend­ 
ed alm ost entirely upon the Boer farm - | 
ers and stock raisers for their business, 
j 
By the discovery of gold and diam ond 
mines, however, th e influx of English 
and o th e r nationalities was greatly in ­ 
creased. 
Foreign enterprise has aided 
in the progress of the country, which, ( 
up to this period, haft been far behind 
other portions of the world in rail-

This law has been changed 
so that a foreigner could be selected by 
a ballot for a seat in the Second Raad, 
but as this body could enact no meas­ 
ures without the sanction of the prin- 
pal body, the office was of but little 
importance, while in a district where 
the Boers were in the m ajority a for­ 
eigner stood very little chance of being 
nominated for this office. 
The Kruger 
a d m in istratio n has alw ays been very 
careful to secure control of all public 
franchises, such as railway building 
and public im provem ents. 
The con­ 
trol of the Delagoa Bay railroad, whica 
has been the subject of much c o n tro ­ 
versy, and control the principal light­ 
ing and water works system s in the 
South African states, w ith the excep­ 
tions of a few in Cape Colony. 
They 
also have a monoply on the sale of 
such articles as dynam ite for explosive 
purposes and have secured an en o r­ 
m ous royalty as well on special m a ­ 
chinery and other necessities in m in ­ 
ing operations. Consequently the states 
in which the Boers are in the m ajority 
are governed entirely in the interest 
of the Dutch. 
W h ite persons not of Boer extract.on 
residing in the region of the T ransvaai, 
for example, are termed 
Uitlunders, 
which really means Qutlanders- from 
out of the land. 
The Citlanders have 
been g radually crossing the Vaal, a t ­ 
tracted by the mineral and o th e r de 
posits, as well as the opportunities 
for agriculture, since 1850. 
They hav* 
increased to about 80,000 in the T r a n s ­ 
vaal alone, out of the total population 
of 230,000 white people. 
About 60,000 
arc of British descent, the balance be­ 
ing French, Spanish and a few th o u ­ 
sand Americans. 
Owing to the laws of 
the country, it is estim ated th a t fully 
four-fifths of them are only entitled to 
vote, 
although 
these 
are 
num bered 
am o n g the wealthiest and most p r o m ­ 
inent citizens. 
In 
the 
Orange Free 
State they are not so n u m e ro u s in pro­ 
portion 
to the Dutch residents, 
but 
have obtained m ore privileges, as this 
republic has been more liberal In its 
attitu d e to foreigners on account of its 
president, w h o has a rep u tatio n as a 
broad-minded 
statesm an. 
If 
war 
is 
declared it will be largely the outcome 


t h e enemies of England, 
and 
have 
show n it in a variety of ways. 
The 
p resen t difficulty is based, apparently, 
o n technical grounds, but Kruger, who 
m a y be called the Dutch George W a s h ­ 
ington, has taken every opportunity to 
arouse the feeling of his countrym en, 
a n d of the native African as far as pos­ 
sible, to incite 
another 
war. 
None 
k now this better th a n the British for­ 
eign office, and it is endeavoring in 
every way possible to avoid an open 
ru p tu re . 
Should K ru g e r and his allies 
come out victorious there is a possi­ 
bility t h a t the entire southern portion 
of Africa, from the 
Limpopo 
river, 
which bounds the T ran sv aal 
on 
the 
north, to Cape Colony, will again be 
u n d e r the ad m in istratio n of the H ol­ 
land em igrants. 
On the o th e r hand, 
should they be defeated, it will be a 
long step to ward the complete su b ju ­ 
gation of Africa to British interests. 
H ence the im portance of the outcome 
of the present difficulty. 
The southern peninsula of Africa is 
practically divided into several repub­ 
lics of greater or less size under the 
suzerainty of Great Britain. 
T h e p ro ­ 
ceedings of th e p arlia m e n t in Cape Col­ 
ony and the Volksraad in the T r a n s ­ 
vaal are seldom or never interfered 
with by the British foreign office. 
The 
m a jo rity of the Cape Colonists are 
grateful for th e garrisons or regim ents 
which are stationed at various towns, 
n o t only at Capetown, b u t in Natal and 
on the Gold Coast, for they are m a i n ­ 
tained by the home g o v ernm ent and 
are valuable as a protection, for which 
n o tax atio n is necessary. 
This is o w ­ 
in g to the fact th a t the English popu­ 
lation has rapidly increased w ith in the 
last few years, and their sy m p a th y is ; 
with th eir own nationality. 
Tne Kaf- [ 
firs and m ost of the other black tribes 
also have a friendly feeling for the 
E nglish and are opposed to th eir orig­ 
inal Dutch conquerors for several rea-

road building, m a n u fa c tu rin g and the 
application of science and arts. 
The 
Dutch settlers were content to let well 
enough alone, and with good reason, 
for they had found it an easy m a tte r 
to conquer the natives and to utilize 
them as laborers, while their go v ern­ 
ors exacted heavy tribute for the white 
settlers, from which they received lit­ 
tle benefit. 
It is unnecessary to detail 
the extortions which were practiced 
and the m a n n e r in which tribute was 
imposed upon slaves by the soldiers of 
the colonies, in many instances with 
great loss of life. 
Slave m arkets were j 
established in most of the principal j 
cities, and the blacks regarded merely > 
as chattels. 
The first reverse which 
the Boers received at the h a n d s of the 
English was w hen they abandoned con- , 
trol of the country around Cape Col­ 
ony and moved across the Vaal. 
This 
“ t r e k ,” or exodus, was in 1835 and 1836, 
and constituted the founding of the 
Transvaal. 
F o r nearly forty years af­ 
ter they dom inated the territory no rth 
of the Vaal to the Limpopo river, al­ 
though but a few thousand in number. 
In fact, the white population in 1877 
of the T ra n sv a a l was but 8,000 people, 
while 
the 
blacks 
numbered 
near 
1,000,000. 
This 
was 
to 
give 
an 
idea 
of 
the 
ability 
of 
the 
Dutch 
to 
govern 
th e 
native 
tribes 
and 
the success which they attained, for 
n early all of th e latter were subject 
to them. 
Several th ousand remained 
in Cape Colony and these an d their de­ 
scendants have always remained Boer 
sym pathizers. 
The Boers have enacted laws almost 
entirely for th e ir own race, the for­ 
eigners being greatly restricted by the 
legislation adopted. 
Under the super­ 
vision of K ruger, who h a s been in 
every respect a dictator of the Boers, 1 
the voting has been alm ost entirely 
limited 
to his 
countrymen. 
A 
for­ 
eigner, for example, is obliged to reside . 


of the attitu d e of the Boers toward the 
I itlanders of the T ra n sv a a l because 
K ru g e r is as bitter now as when he 
fo u g h t the British in the 60s and c a p ­ 
tured Pretoria, which is his p resen t 
seat of governm ent.

In 1863 a m an nam ed T h om as B u tc h­ 
er, a laborer in th** em p lo y m en t of a 
farm er at Mountfield in Sussex, wa - 
plowing a field one fine day when his 
plowshare threw up a long piece of 
metal like braes, with a trum pet at 
each end, and doubled up like a coll of 
string, says C h a m b e rs’ Journal. There 
were several other sim ilar pieces in tnc 
s am e furrow, the whole weighing alto ­ 
g eth er eleven pounds. 
Butcher, who 
had very little 
im agination, thought 
n o th in g of tin* find, and allowed the 
metal to He at the lx)ttom of th** field 
till evening, when he carried it home, 
t h in k in g it to be the discarded o r n a ­ 
m ents of some g entlem an's hall or p a r ­ 
lor. 
Subsequently he mentioned 
the 
m a tte r 
casually to an 
acquaintance 
nam ed Thomas, who, a fter tak in g 
a 
look at the so-called brass, and c onsult­ 
ing with his brother-in-law, Willett, 
w ent to B utcher’s house with a pair of 
scales and a great show of honesty, 
and bought the metal a t th** rate of 
sixpence a pound 
five and sixpence 
for the lot. 
'I'll** plowman heard n o t h ­ 
ing more of the tra n sa c tio n until his 
acquaintances began to an n oy him by 
inquiring jestingly if he had found any 
more old brass lately, and then it leak­ 
ed out that T h o m a s and W illett had 
sold th«* “ b ra ss” to a firm of gold refin­ 
ers in f ’heapside for £529 13s 7*1.

crown took the m a t t e r up, an inquest 
was held by the coroner, and T h o m a s 
and Willett 
were at once 
arrested.

Possibility of War With the 
Transvaal Republic. 


’% Flesh 


The Transvaal, which bids fair to be­ 
come one of the principal centers of the 
next war in which English-speaking 
people will be concerned is about the 
size of France. 
It is rich in natural 
resources, aside from its 
gold 
and 
diamond fields, and for nearly two cen­ 
turies has been tilled by the thrifty 
Dutch em igrants and 
their 
descend­ 
ants, or utilized for the pastures 
of 
th eir thousands of herds of cattle and 
horses. 
The country takes its name 
from the river Vaal, which forms its 
southern boundary. This may become 
a new Rubicon if w ar is declared, and 
it is probably the best known stream 
of the Dark Continent, although from 
a geographical standpoint it is insig­ 
nificant compared with such 
w ater­ 
courses as the Nile and the Niger. 
W hile largely composed of tablelands 
the country is well watered and fertile. 
On the tableland can be grown the 
usual crops^of the tem perate zone, such 
as cereals, tobacco, fruits and vegeta­ 
bles, while its ivory and wool m arkets 
are among the m ost extensive in the 
world. The ostrich is also a native of 
th is country, and the trade in its feath­ 
ers is considerable. 
An abundance of 
tim ber and other 
building 
m aterial 
have given the inhabitants an oppor­ 
tunity to construct 
substantial 
and 
comfortable homes at a small cost, and 
the traveler is surprised at the advance 
In civilization which he finds in the 
towns located hundreds of m iles*from 
the nearest railroad. 
But the Transvaal has been a thorn 
to the British governm ent for over a 
century. W ithin the country and near 
Its borders have occurred many con­ 
flicts, in which the English have not 
m et the success which has attended 
th eir arm s in E ast India and other 
parts of the world, for the reason th at 
they have had to oppose men of Dutch 
blood, who have proved by many wars 
th a t they are a nation of fighters as 
well as of farm ers. 
Since the first 
colony of Dutchmen landed at Cape 
Colony, in 1652, these people have been 


sons. 
They are too well aware that 
governm ent by the latter means cruel­ 
ty and bloodshed, with the possible re­ 
sumption of slavery, which was one of 
the chief causes of several of the wars 
which have occurred since 1850. 
The 
abolition of slavery in the South Afri­ 
can republics greatly increased 
the 
bitter feeling of the Boers, who by 
this step lost millions of dollars in hu­ 
man property. 
It was an act which 
they will probably never forget nor 
forgive. 
They are also opposed to the English 
on account of their enterprise in de­ 
veloping the m ineral resources in tnia 
portion of the continent. The descend­ 
ants of the pioneers who landed in 1652 
and those who have come over from 
Holland since th at tim e have been con­ 
ten t to utilize merely the agricultural 
resources of the country. 
If the aver­ 
age Boer has a productive farm on 
which he can raise a fair proportion of 
wheat, corn and tobacco, with enough 
vegetables to supply the needs of his 
family and servants, he is satisfied, 
provided he can sell his grain, as well 
as the cattle from his pastures, and 
the wool of his flocks, a t a fair profit. 
The proceeds of these sales are more 
liable to be turned into gold to be 
hoarded than to be placed in specula­ 
tive ventures, where they will return 
a good rate of in terest 
He is miserly 
and believes in accum ulating gradual­ 
ly, but surely. 
If in the business of 
the towns he confines his wares to 
goods which can be sold to the farmers. 
He seldom engages in mining and m an­ 
ufacturing. 
Up to 1850 South Africa 
was practically an 
agricultural and 
grazing country, and its cities depend­ 
ed alm ost entirely upon the Boer farm ­ 
ers and stock raisers for their business. 
By the discovery of gold and diamond 
mines, however, the influx of English 
and other nationalities was greatly in­ 
creased. Foreign enterprise h as aided 
in the progress of the country, which, 
up to this period, haft been far behind 
other portions of the world in Tall­

Dutch ancestry could be elected to the 
Volksraad. This law has been changed 
so that a foreigner could be selected by 
a ballot for a seat in the Second Raad, 
but as this body could enact no meas­ 
ures without the sanction of the prin- 
pal body, the office was of but little 
importance, while in a district where 
the Boers were in the m ajority a for­ 
eigner stood very little chance of being 
nominated for this office. 
The Kruger 
adm inistration has always been very 
careful to secure control of all public 
franchises, such as railway building 
and public improvements. 
The con­ 
trol of the Delagoa Bay railroad, whicn 
has been the subject of much contro­ 
versy, and control the principal light­ 
ing and water works systems in the 
South African states, with the excep­ 
tions of a few in Cape Colony. 
They 
also have a monoply on the sale of 
such articles as dynamite for explosive 
purposes and have secured an enor­ 
mous royalty as well on special ma 
chinery and other necessities in m in­ 
ing operations. Consequently the states 
in which the Boers are in the m ajority 
are governed entirely in the interest 
of the Dutch. 
W hite persons not of Boer extract.on 
residing in the region of the Transvaa*, 
for example, are termed Uitlanders, 
which really means Outlanders-—from 
out of the land. 
The Uitlanders have 
been gradually crossing the Vaal, at 
tracted by the m ineral and other de 
posits, as well as the opportunities 
for agriculture, since 1850. 
They have 
increased to about 80,000 in the T rans­ 
vaal alone, out of the total population 
of 230,000 white people. About 60,000 
are of British descent, the balance be­ 
ing French, Spanish and a few thou 
sand Americans. Owing to the laws of 
the country, it is estimated th at fully 
four-fifths of them are only entitled to 
vote, although these are numbered 
among the wealthiest and most prom 
inent citizens. 
In the 
Orange Free 
State they are not so numerous in pro 
portion to the Dutch residents, but 
have obtained more privileges, as this 
republic has been more liberal in its 
attitude to foreigners on account of its 
president, who has a reputation as a 
broad-minded statesm an. 
If war is 
declared it will be largely the outcome

The preparation for a new play, as 
far as the 
scenery 
is 
concerned, is 
most interesting. 
A complete model 
in miniature is made, about the size 
of one of the German toy theat«^rs seen 
in the shops. 
The picture is carefully 
painted, the rocks if there be any. and 
the foliage are cut out, and all the de­ 
tails are followed with no less thought 
than when the real affair is attacked. 
The work is done In water colors, and 
mounted on pasteboard, and 
if the 
scheme be an interior there are real 
curtains In miniature, flights of steps 
and the hangings, all seriously worked 
out. 
It is something that would de­ 
light the heart of a boy and furnish 
him with endless amusement. 
These 
models are kept until after the piece 
is produced, and are then put away on 
shelves, alas, only to warp and be­ 
come covered with dust. But the mas­ 
ter painter’s work does not end here 
by any means, for there are lights to 
be arranged, since they play an impor­ 
tant part in the performance, and they 
must be regulated by the scheme of 
color; so there are long conferences 
with electricians and many discussions 
with the makers of glass shades where­ 
by the exact tints may 
be obtained. 
When every detail has 
been 
settled, 
then the great acres of canvas are 
spread on the paint frames and 
the 
drawing is begun. 
Barge china pots 
are used for the colors. These are fill­ 
ed with paints which are mixed with 
water and a size, and enormous brush­ 
es put the pigment on the canvas. 
It 
is wonderful to watch the artist, who 
dashes on the paint with no apparent 
care and who has to work fast to cov­ 
er the surface before the color dries, 
which it does very quickly.—New York 
Commercial Advertiser.

T h e Inno cen ce of O ne of 
th e P risoner*

In 1863 a man named Thomas Butch­ 
er, a laborer in the employment of a 
farmer at Mountfleld in Sussex, was 
plowing a field one fine day when his 
plowshare threw up a long piece of 
metal like braes, with a trumpet at 
each end, and doubled up like a coll of 
string, says Chambers’ Journal. There 
were several other similar pieces in tne 
same furrow, the whole weighing alto­ 
gether eleven pounds. 
Butcher, who 
had very little 
Imagination, thought 
nothing of the find, and allowed the 
motal to lie at the bottom of the field 
till evening, when he carried it home, 
thinking it to be the discarded orna­ 
ments of some gentleman’s hall or par­ 
lor. 
Subsequently he mentioned the 
matter 
casually to an 
acquaintance 
named Thomas, who, after taking a 
l(X)k at the so-called brass, and consult­ 
ing with his brother-in-law, Willett, 
went to Butcher’s house with a pair of 
scales and a great show of honesty, 
and bought the metal at the rate of 
sixpence a pound—five and sixpence 
for the lot. 
The plowman heard noth­ 
ing more of the transaction until his 
acquaintances began to annoy him by 
inquiring jestingly if lie had found any 
more old brass lately, and then it leak­ 
ed out that Thomas and Willett had 
sold the "brass” to a firm of gold refin­ 
ers in Cheapslde for £52D 13s 7d. 
The 
crown took the matter up, an inquest 
was held by the coroner, and Thomas 
and Willett 
were at once 
arrested. 
Butcher, whose simplicity 
had saved 
him from temptation, was an Innocent 
finder; but the prisoners, who, knowing 
how the metal had been found, hail 
bought it as braes and sold it for their 
own benefit as gold, were convicted on 
the evidence and punished severely.

present difficulty is based, apparently, 
on technical grounds, but Kruger, who 
m ay be called the Dutch George W ash­ 
ington, has taken every opportunity to 
arouse the feeling of his countrymen, 
and of the native African as far as pos­ 
sible, to incite 
another 
war. 
None 
know this better than the British for­ 
eign office, and it Is endeavoring in 
every way possible to avoid an open 
rupture. Should Kruger and his allies 
come out victorious there is a possi­ 
bility th at the entire southern portion 
of Africa, from the 
Limpopo 
river, 
which bounds the Transvaal 
on 
the 
north, to Cape Colony, will again be 
under the adm inistration of the Hol­ 
land em igrants. 
On the other hand, 
should they be defeated, it will be a 
long step toward the complete subju­ 
gation of Africa to British interests. 
Hence the importance of the outcome 
of the present difficulty. 
The southern peninsula of Africa Is 
practically divided into several repub­ 
lics of greater or less size under the 
suzerainty of Great Britain. The pro­ 
ceedings of the parliam ent in Cape Col­ 
ony and the Volksraad in the T rans­ 
vaal are seldom or never interfered 
w ith by the British foreign office. The 
m ajority of the Cape Colonists are 
grateful for the garrisons or regim ents 
which are stationed at various towns, 
not only at Capetown, but in Natal and 
on the Gold Coast, for they are m ain­ 
tained by the home governm ent and 
are valuable as a protection, for which 
Bo taxation is necessary. 
This is ow­ 
ing to the fact that the English popu­ 
lation has rapidly increased w ithin the 
last few years, and their sym pathy is 
with their own nationality. 
Tne Kaf­ 
firs and most of the other black tribes 
also have a friendly feeling for the 
English and are opposed to their orig­ 
inal Dutch conquerors for several rea-

road building, m anufacturing and the 
application of science and arts. 
The 
Dutch settlers were content to let well 
enough alone, and with good reason, 
for they had found it an easy m atter 
to conquer the natives and to utilize 
them as laborers, while their govern­ 
ors exacted heavy tribute for the white 
settlers, from which they received lit­ 
tle benefit. It is unnecessary to detail 
the extortions which were practiced 
and the m anner in which tribute was 
imposed upon slaves by the soldiers of 
the colonies, in many instances with 
great loss of life. 
Slave m arkets were 
established in most of the principal 
cities, and the blacks regarded merely 
as chattels. 
The first reverse which 
the Boers received at the hands of the 
English was when they abandoned con­ 
trol of the country around Cape Col­ 
ony and moved across the Vaal. 
This 
"trek,” or exodus, was in 1835 and 1836, 
and constituted the founding of the 
Transvaal. 
For nearly forty years af­ 
ter they dominated the territory north 
of the Vaal to the Limpopo river, al­ 
though but a few thousand in number. 
In fact, the white population in 1877 
of the Transvaal was but 8,000 people, 
while 
the 
blacks 
numbered 
near 
1,000,000. 
This 
was 
to 
give 
an 
idea of 
the 
ability 
of the 
Dutch 
to 
govern 
the 
native 
tribes 
and 
the success which they attained, for 
nearly all of the latter were subject 
to them. 
Several thousand remained 
in Cape Colony and these and their de­ 
scendants have always remained Boer 
sympathizers. 
The Boers have enacted laws almost 
entirely for their own race, the for­ 
eigners being greatly restricted by the 
legislation adopted. 
Under the super­ 
vision of Kruger, who has been in 
every respect a dictator of the Boers, 
the voting has been alm ost entirely 
limited to his countrymen. 
A for 
signer, for example, is obliged to reside 


of the attitude of the Boers toward the 
Uitlanders of the Transvaal because 
Kruger is as bitter now as when he 
fought the British In the 60s and cap­ 
tured Pretoria, which is bls present 
seat of government.
